'^^'it'6ta disastrous conflngrations has for 
(inany years past been a matter for 
« congratulation, but whenever a fire of 
„„„ any moment has occurred the will with 
which tho unpaid department works 
has always been vigorous and com- 
mendable. We are aware that 
1 I i^^^ro:^ ftare' 'many raatterd of detail 
in a volunteer department which could 
be better dealt with if the city were in 
a position to maintain a paid depart- 
Ei'''meut. The day is not far distant 
when the requiroment.s of the city will 
call for a department, the expenses of 
which will he defrayed by local taxa- 
tion J but the services of the gallant 
_,men who "for honor and glory" have 
I assisted in checking the ravages of the 
firo fiend during many years past 
must not be forgotten. They are at 
i-.- ■ least entitled to some exemption, and 
the, exemption they ask isfreedom from 
jury duty. Let them have it. There 
5 ^^jJr^'many other mcmbora of tho com- 
^ * ''muriity who can willingly and readily 
J;T; perform died u ties from which the firemen 
^ should be free. Tho department's 
'■ services, inadi;quate as they may bo in 
'4!.'"' B0me res])ects, have, since the inaugural 
J?. aT^H" of I860, been of inestimable value 
to, ,tbe, city and in. recognition of thoso 
servibcH the ten-year members are enti- 
" ■ tied to exemption from jury duty, 
i^' C'lt is hoped that the Legislature will 
Eitigrant the request of the Department.

"Censor" writes a letter on this sub- 
ject to the London iStoirfanZ, in which 
ho affirms that the reason's assigned by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury for the 
scarcity of fit candidates for holy or- 
ders do not wholly commend them- 
selves as sound to the working clei'gy. 
"They think that the present system of 
dispensing patronage lies'.(^tJt|ie,root .of 
this matter, and that Bishops and Arcii- 
bishops are not blamelsss. What en- 
couragement, they ask, is given to young 
men of liberal education to enter a pro- 
fession in which ability and long ser- 
vice count for nothing, while Court fa- 
vor and family influence are all-power- 
ful? Able men, who have passed the 
best part of their lives in poor and 
populous parishes, see men — young, ig- 
norant and incapable — preferred to the 
best livings in the diocese. This is 
done again and again by Bishops and 
Archbishops, till ; goodf 'aiid-^ .Vajnablo 
ministers no longer entertain even a 
hope of notice or preferment.'' " Cen 
sor " then asks attention to his own 
case. " I was earning," he says, £1000 
per annum, which I held for seven 
3'ears, I was then promoted to 
a parish having a pojiulation 
of 12,000 working people and "a net in- 
come of ,£200, per ^ annum. In this 
parish I have labored for, the, last six- 
teen years, and dui'ihg tliat time I have 
seen men brought from 'otlier [tliocesos 
by tho Bishop to occupy such vacant 
benefices as were of any real value, and 
these were connected with his. Lordship 
by family ties." " Censor " concludes : 
" Let Bishops confino'thomselvfca to the 
work for which they were appointed 
and be real ' overseers ' of the clergy. 
Let them notice and reward men ac- 
cording to the value of the Hcrvices ren- 
dered, and according to the measure of 
self-denial and abiliW manifesfed by 
them in their work ; then' they will 
have no reason to complain of tho wa^it 
of fit candidates for the ministry." '

His visits to Fort Victoria in the U. S. 
trovernment steamer Active (afterwards 
lost between San Francisco and Victoria) 
were frequent tnrenty-twp years ago. For 
a time ho was a welcome guest at Gov- 
ernor Douglas' mansion, and the guns in 
tho Company's bastion, then standing on 
what is now the corner of Fort and Wharf 
streets, used to belch forth salutes wlion 
he arrived and departed. One day tho 
Active cast anclior in James Bay, tho bas- 
tion gum barked ?..a; warm welcome and 
Governor McMuUin waited on Governor 
Douglas and received the courtly Ttelcomo 
iihich over distinguished tho late Sir 
James. After an hour's absence from tho 
Active JIcMuUin hastily roturnod, and 
it w.ai observed that the gumi in tho bas- 
tion were silent as the Active weighed 
her anchor to leave port. Subsequently 
it was said that tho governor of Washing- 
ton Territory had dined "not wisely but 
too woU " boforo waiting on Governor 
Douglas. It was about tho time the an- 
tics of tho San Juan Island "pig" had

A Bzitisli Aristocratic SeanAal. 

Aristocrntio London is inucli per- 
plexed by a new scandal. It is said 
that the legitimacy of tho Earl of Dy- 
.sartistobe disputed. He succeeded 
his grandfather to the title and to es- 
tates of .£100,000 a year on the 23rd 
of Soptembor, 187S. His father, Jjord 
Iluntingtower, was notorious .'i.s tho 
boon companion of tho wild Mai'quis 
of Wntcrford, whoso freaks were 
known in every Eurojiean capital, Tho 
old Earl was inlNoi^ly and eccentric. 
He gave hiS son Ijut a tiidderate allow- 
ance. The money-lenders supplied all 
that was required, taking post-obits for 
the amount. 'L'ho.so becoming worth- 
less on his death, wore yet ]iaid in full 
by tho father, to tho extent of at least 
a ijuarter of a ntillion, ...For the last 
twenty y. ars of liis life Earl Dysart 
did not leave Norfolk street. Strand. 
Ho owned two houses, one on each 
side of that uot very broad thorough- 
fare. When ho required change he re- 
moved from one to the other, living in 
almost complete seclusion. From his 
seventy-fourth to •' his eighty-fourth 
year he saw no members of his family. 
At his death he loft .£1,700,000, be- 
sides a vast rental, bequeathing to his 
three grand-daugliters twelve thousand 
a year each, and a suitable provision 
for his son's widow, who was also his 
niece, a daughter of Sir .loseph Burke, 
Baronet, of Ghrisk Castle, County Gal- 
way. It is now asserted that 
Lord H uiitingtov.er had contract- 
ed a previous Hiolcli marriage, 
which, if held valid, will dispose of tho 
claims of the piTsoiiL h'arl and render 
his mother no longer a Viscountess. 
The Queen expresses her deep sym- 
pathy and has declared her intention 
should the last marriage be invalid to 
create tho widow a Countess in her 
own right with reversion to her son. 
This would secure equal rank to that 
lost but without the same i'lcooie to 
support it. Those who iirofess to know 
say the old Earl suspected, if ho was not 
actually informed, of tnc state of af- 
fairs, as ho loft their fortunes to his 
granddaughters "oy such words of be- 
quest that they still hold even though 
their illegitimacy be proved. The same 
precautions wore ob.served in reference 
to his daughter-in-law. In any event 
their provisions ai-e safe. This is but 
the last illustraiioii of the calamity of 
dilTcrent marriage laws in countries se- 
parated by a narrow river, North of 
tho Tweed nian-i.ago used to be merely 
deelaratory. South it requires a pre- 
scribed ceremonial.
